Easey was serving ten to 15 years for attempted break- 
ing andentering. He waseligible for parole in November, 
1993. Camp officials are not sure how he left the grounds 
of the minimum security facility. They assume he is 
heading back downstate, since he does not have any 
family in the area. 

Easey is a white male, five feet nine inches tall and 
weighs 160 pounds. He has brown hair and blue eyes and 
has a scar on the side of his left eye. 

Easey is the eleventh prisoner to escape from Camp 
Lehman this year. Last week two prisoners escaped by 
going over the fence in the visitor’s area. Of the eleven 
escapes, four escapees are still “‘at large.” 


Hotel's Wooden

David Shoppenagon, the wooden Indian taken from the 
Chief Shoppenagon Motor Hotet on November 26, has been 
found.

Mary Harland, hote! manager, said the Indian was damaged 
extensively. The fingers and thumb of his left hand are 
missing, his righthand is chipped and cracked as is the Indian’s 
ceramic face. 

“His lips were burned by a cigarette,” she said.

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Salling Dam Removal Begins This Winter 


A slow drawdown of Salling Lake will begin this winter as 
contractors dismantle the Salling Dam and return the AuSable 
River to its natural course. 

The project will begin following the issuance of permits, 
letting of bids, and the awarding of the contract. Don Inman, 
assist deputy director of region II headquarters in Roscommon, 
said stabilization of the exposed Salling Lake bottom, which 
will return to riverbanks, will begin in the spring, as soon as the 
weather permits. 

A public information meeting is scheduled for Thursday, 
December 20, from 2 - 6 p.m., at the Grayling DNR Field 


Office, located about eight miles north of Grayling. Teams of 
DNR experts will be available to discuss the dam's removal on 
@ one-to-one basis with concerned citizens, 

Inman said the Dam Safety Act of 1989 gives the DNR 
authority toremove unsafe dams when owners cannot afford to 
do’ icmselves. Half the cost of this project will be paid for 
vy .

New Elementary School Proposal 
Defeated In District 1147-945 


Voters in all three precincts of the Crawford AuSable School 
District said noon Wednesday, December 12, to construction 
and operation of a new elementary school. 

Proposal I, which would have authorized the CASD Board 
of Education to borrow $5.925 million for construction of the 
new building, was defeated 1,147 no to 945 yes. Proposal II, 
which requested a 1.75 mill increase to operate the new school, 
went down 1,170 no to 919 yes, This was the second time 
voters turned down the two bond issues. 

Results by precinct are as follows: 

Precinct #1 (City of Grayling, Grayling Township, and part 
of Beaver Creek and Bear Lake townships) Proposal I: No 848, 
Yes 840, Proposal II: No 873, Yes 815. 

Precinct #2 (Frederic and Maple Forest townships and part 
of Otsego Lake Township) Proposal I: No 190, Yes 67. 
Proposal II: No 187, Yes 69. 

Precinct #3 (Lovells Township) Proposal I: No 109, Yes 38. 
Proposal II: No 110, Yes 35. 

School superintendent Kent Reynolds said concems about 
possible layoffs caused by the current recession and questions 
regarding how the new governor and state legislators are going 
to deal with Michigan’s deficit and new budget caused peopic 
to vote against the two proposals. 

“This defeat saddens me,” said Reynolds. “It delays a 
solution which means that more children, fora longer period of 
time, are going te be educated ina less than sound educational 
atmosphere.” 

Reynolds said besides the educational cost to students, the 


entire community will suffer because of its short sightedness. 

“This community just losta marvelous opportunity to use the 
down side of the ecomomy to our advantage,” he explained. 
“Had we passed this last Wednesday we would have been 
seHing bonds in a market with a little more favorable interest 
rate,” he continued, “which would have meant that for the same 
millage we would have been able to run a shorter issue, 
possibly 15 years instead of 20, or constructed for less than one 
mill for 20 years.” 

“We also lost a golden opportunity because we would have 
been letting the construction bids in February, during a down- 
turned economy, which could have resulted in further sav- 
ings,” stated Reynolds. “Now, looking at September as a 
possible date for the next election, all indicators point to the 
fact that the economy will have recovered by then,” he contin- 
ued. “This means higher interest rates anda less favorable con- 
struction bid climate.” 

Even though the bond issue failed, Reynolds said he was 
encouraged by both the number of persons who voted and the 
increase in positive votes. 

“We increase the total number of voters by 25 percent,” he 
said, “while at the same time we reduced the margin we lost by 
from 18 to 10 percent.” 

In June, Reynolds said the bond issues received 41 percent 
yes votes and in December this increased to 45 percent. 

Last spring voters turned down the board’s one mill bond 
issue, 992 no to 695 yes and the 1.75 mills operation request 
lost, 983 no to 688 yes.

He said the Salling Darn has 
deteriorated to the point that it could fail today or anytime 
within the next five years. If it fails, Shauver said there could 
be loss of life, extensive property damage, anda significant fish 
kill downstream from the dam. 

Shauver said it is impossible to tell how long it will take to 
complete the drawdown. He speculated it could take between 
six and fifteen months but said the procedure depended on too 
many factors to make a closer estimate.

Inman said natural revegetation will begin as soon as the 
weather warms in the spring. If additional plantings are needed 
to stabilize the new river banks the DNR will do whatever it 
takes to prevent erosion, including hydro-planting of seeds and 
mulch. 

Shauver said the smell involved in the drawdown as the lake 
bottom is exposed will be comparable to the smell of most wet 
lands and swampy areas.

He said removal of the Salling Dam should not affect the

“It is no secret that we've always wanted to remove the city 
dam,” said Inman. “But the removal of one does not affect the 
other.” 

DNR officials notified dam owners in August, 1981 that the 
dam was in need of repair. Four subsequent DNR inspections 
reported the dam’s continued deterioration and still repairs 
were not forthcoming. 

Property owners and Crawford County officials filed suit to 
establish a lake level for Salling Lake in Circuit Court and 
planned to designate a special assessment district to pay for the 
repair and maintenance costs of the dam, but this proved too 
expensive and the property owners dropped the suit.

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Fire Causes $13,000 Damage 
At Grayling Scrubboard Laundromat 


A faulty furnace switch was blamed for a Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 11, fire that caused approximately $13,000 damage to the 
Scrubboard Laundromat. This was the third fire at the laundry/ 
dry cleaning establishment in the past 2 1/2 months. 

Fire Chicf Russ Strohpau! was returning to the fire station, 
which is located across the street from the laundromat, at about 
3 p.m. Tuesday when he spotted the smoke and sounded the fire 
alarm. 

“I had just gotten back to Grayling from having our air 
bottles filled at the Higgins Lake Scuba Shack when I noticed 
smoke coming from the laundromat’s gable end,” said 
Strohpaul. “By the time we got a truck across the street there 
was heavy smoke and we could see fire inside the building 
through the glass doors.” 

The fire was contained in the ceiling and back of the building 
and took firemen only about 10 minutes to contro! it. They 
were on the scene for two hours. 

Two people, one customer and an attendant, were in the 
building when the fire started, but escaped without injury. 

“The attendant called and reported the fire to the manager 
first,” said Strohpaul. ‘The lines went dead before she could 
have called us.” 

Strohpaul said the first fire was caused by faulty electrical 
wiring and the cause of the second was never determined. All 
three fires occurred in the squthern end of the building. 

Bob Turner and Barb Iretan, managers of the Scrubboard 
and Wagon Wheel laundromats, said the Scrubboard was re- 
wired after the second fire at a cost of $10,000. He said just 
before the fire started, the attendant reported hearing a popping 
noise from the ceiling and then saw the flames. 

Jim Templin of Traverse City, a mechanical inspector with 
the Michigan Department of Labor, examined the Scrubboard’s 

furnace on Wednesday, December 12, and said the failure of a 
high-limit switch allowed the furnace bonnet to get too hot, 
causing the ignition of the wood structure’ around it. 

Strohpaul said the Scrubboard’s three fires all appear to be 
accidental.

Reynolds said the district is going to have to carve three or 
four more classrooms out of the already full Grayling Middle 
School. He said this may mean closing the library and 
converting it to two classrooms. Another solution could 
include cancelling shop and using that room for a “regular” 
classroom. 

The 1992-93 school year will also mean larger classes at the 
Grayling Elementary which will require the hiring of addi- 
tional teacher aides, 

“The Grayling Elementary School will need three more 
classrooms in 1992-93 and there are only two ways we can get 
them,” said Reynolds. “We can relocate some special educa- 
tion classes to the hallway and use tie classrooms (one in 
Frederic and one in Grayling) for other grades or we could 
close the library and create classroom space there.” 

Reynolds said he would not recommend the purchase of 
portable classrooms. 

“T think that is throwing money down a rat hole,” he said. 
“They are intended as a temporary solution and historically 
they become permanent solutions.” Reynolds said he does not 
believe portable classrooms qualify as a sound educational 
environment Because the children using them must go outside 


‘ to get to their classroom and then walk back and forth between 
: it and the main building to use the bathrooms, library, cafete- 
| fia, gym, and to get supplies. 


“Te doesn’t make any sense in this type of climate,” he said.

Reynolds said he also feels very badly for parents whose 
children will have to be bused nine miles to the Frederic 
Elementary Schoo! who may live across the street from the 
Grayling Elementary School. He said he also feels sorry for the 
students, who may already have a 20 mile bus ride to school, 
who face an even longer bus ride because there is not enough 
room at the school nearest their home. 

“The reality is that we are going to have to continue to bus 
kindergartners and fourth graders,” said Reynolds, “and possi- 
bly one additional class, probably a second or third grade.” 

Without additional classrooms, Reynolds said the over- 
crowding conditions at the Grayling Elementary and Middle 
schools are just going to get worse until taxpayers realize that 
the district cannot continue to educate twice the number of K- 
4 students it had in 1964 in almost the same number of 
classrooms. 

“Obviously, would have liked the two issues to have 
passed,” said Reynolds, “but I cannot feel totally negative 
about Wednesday’s results because they are better than last 
time.” (See election results article.) 

Reynolds said nearly every aspect of the community was out 
there working for the proposals. 

“T have to believe with a different economic climate these 
two issues will pass,” he said.
